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Patrols 
look for 
underage 
drinkers 

A BID TO cut down on 
underage drinking took to 
the streets of Oswestry last 
weekend. 

Officers from Shropshire 
Council’s trading standards 
and licensing teams com¬ 
bined forces with West Mer¬ 
cia Police to go on patrol in 
the town on Saturday. 

The aim was to push home 
the proof of age ID scheme 
and prevent those over the 
age of 18 buying alcohol for 
younger drinkers. 

Police say no alcohol was 
seized but that the message 
that under-age drinking is 
being tackled was empha¬ 
sised. 

The patrols have been 
launched by Oswestry’s 
Community Alcohol Part¬ 
nership - alcohol retailers, 
pubs and the local commu¬ 
nity working together to 
reduce the crime, anti-social 
behaviour and harm caused 
by underage drinking. 

Traders are concentrating 
on the Challenge 25 scheme 
which asks those that look 
under 25 for ID. 

Police have the power to 
confiscate alcohol from 
under-18s and deal with any 
anti-social behaviour. 

Shropshire Council 
praised traders for their 
commitment to the partner¬ 
ship. 

Frances Darling, trading 
standards manager at 
Shropshire Council and 
chairman of Os-CAP said: 
“We have an excellent com¬ 
mitment from retailers and 
pubs and they are now very 
much part of the solution to 
underage drinking. 

“Through the patrols, Os- 
CAP is sending a very clear 
message to the community.” 

Museum is 
on its way 

THE CREATION of Oswes¬ 
try’s new museum could 
begin within weeks and be 
open to visitors by Febru¬ 
ary. 

And the programme of 
exhibitions for the museum, 
which will be at the town’s 
Guildhall, will be discussed 
at a meeting at the begin¬ 
ning of October. 

Oswestry Town Council 
has agreed in principle that 
the steering group for the 
museum can house the 
museum in the civic head¬ 
quarters, The Guildhall, 
free of charge for the next 
five years.

School bus 
route change 
causes chaos 

DOZENS OF primary school pupils were 
stranded in Welshpool on Monday when 
changes to the town’s bus service caused 
chaos on the first day of the new term. 

Changes to the Powys County Council 
town bus service, which is now contracted to 
Owens Travel, left pupils unable to get to 
Maesydre Primary School and then left them 
stranded at school in the afternoon. 

Mrs Suzanne Foster, head teacher at 
Maesydre, said it had been a chaotic day. 
“Firstly many pupils were late for the first 
day of the new term because the bus route had 
been changed and then they were unable to 
get home. 

“We had to contact parents and many were 
still at work. But we did not let any of the 
pupils leave on their own. It appears the route 
has changed now that there is a new supplier 
and the school is not included.” 

Mrs Foster said she was contacted at the 
end of the Summer term and asked if she 
could let pupils out of school earlier in future 
but refused and had heard nothing since. 

Powys County Council spokesman John 
Evans said: “Welshpool Town Bus Service 
was subject of a competitive tendering and 
retained a half hourly service but with hourly 
pick up at Tesco. 

“The changes included the deletion of a ser¬ 
vice bus - a bus used to carry members of the 
public - that was diverted to carry non-enti- 
tled primary school pupils. The service was 
deleted in order to make more efficient use of 
the vehicle by carrying entitled pupils. 

“Timetable changes were advertised in 
advance of the changes and information on 
the council’s website was also updated.” 


Shropshire Council’s bid included a pack¬ 
age of measures to bring about changes in 
behaviour and greater use of more sustain¬ 
able travel, such as walking, cycling and use 
public transport, and to better manage traf¬ 
fic. 

This will include building on the success¬ 
ful work of the Cycle Shrewsbury campaign; 
setting up similar projects in Oswestry and 
Ludlow and promoting initiatives such as 
car-sharing, car clubs and hydrogen-pow¬ 
ered vehicles. 

Keen Oswestry cyclist Tim Rutherford is 
urging fellow enthusiasts to attend the 
meeting and back the plea for cash support 
for a cycling and walking path scheme 
alongside the Heritage Railway track. 

“A cycle path may not normally be some¬ 
thing to get too excited about, but in this 
case, it could be just the start of Oswestry 
building an identity as a place where getting 
about by foot and by bike is easier, cheaper 
and more pleasant than struggling with a 
car,” he said. 

Benefits 

“That could be important for shrinking 
incomes in the next few years, ” added the 52 
year old carpenter. 

“It’s important that we make our voices 
heard now. What we hope to see developed 
fits perfectly into the criteria which has 
been set for this scheme and the benefits 
will be enormous.” 

Shropshire Council wants to work with 
community groups, businesses, schools and 
people to improve sustainable transport. 

The council has set up the meeting at 
Oswestry Memorial Hall in Smithfield Road 
next Thursday, September 15, at 7pm. 

Councillor Simon Jones, Shropshire 
Council’s cabinet member for transport, 
said: “This is fantastic news for Shropshire 
Council but, most importantly, it’s great 
news for the people of Shropshire. 

“The success of our bid is recognition of 
the excellent work already being done by the 
council and our partners, to encourage peo¬ 
ple to reduce car use, with the resulting 
financial, health and environmental bene¬ 
fits that this brings. I look forward to 
announcing exactly how the funding will be 
spent as soon as we can.”

Lifeline is 
offered to 
learning 
course 

AN UNDER-threat learning 
scheme to help the unem¬ 
ployed get back into work 
has been thrown a lifeline by 
Oswestry Town Council. 

The town’s Learndirect 
online education centre will 
close at the end of the month 
if a major new funding pack¬ 
age can not be found. 

But on Monday, Oswestry 
town councillors voted to 
ask the full council to make 
a special payment of up to 
£9,000 towards keeping the 
scheme open for the coming 
year. 

The government-funded 
service is run by Walford 
and North Shropshire Col¬ 
lege, but Government cut¬ 
backs have affected the 
service, run by Ufi Ltd, 
which has said the Oswestry 
centre will close, with learn¬ 
ers transfering to centres in 
Shrewsbury, Telford or 
Newtown. 

Forty people are currently 
using the service. 

At the finance and general 
purposes meeting of Oswes¬ 
try Town Council, Council¬ 
lor Martin Bennett said 
college principal Andrew 
Tyley was working to put 
together a rescue package. 

“About £59,000 is needed 
to run the service and I know 
that the local joint commit¬ 
tees have been asked for 
£10,000,” he said. 

“This gives people a life¬ 
line to improve skills and get 
into - or back into - employ¬ 
ment. 

“The town council has 
money, thanks to the remit¬ 
tance of audit fees and reim¬ 
bursement of professional 
fees we did not budget for. 

“This would be a one-off 
payment, we could not do it 
regularly.”

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Plans to 
bring life 
to town 

OSWESTRY TOWN Council 
is backing a scheme to 
breathe new life into empty 
properties in the town centre 
by turning empty rooms 
above the shops into housing. 

A £1.7 million cash pot to 
regenerate properties and 
use space above shops has 
already helped Market Dray¬ 
ton. 

Now town councillors have 
said they would back use of 
the New Homes Bonus Fund¬ 
ing in Oswestry. 

And councillors said a 
detailed survey produced by 
the former Oswestry Bor¬ 
ough Council could prove 
vital in finding the best prop¬ 
erties. 

Shropshire Council has 
already produced an empty 
homes strategy and town 
clerk David Preston said 
funding could come from the 
Market Towns Revitalisation 
Programme with match 
funding from the New 
Homes Bonus. 

Councillor Betty Gull said 
Oswestry Borough Council 
had done a great deal of work 
on using empty space above 
shops about 10 years ago. 

“This would help pinpoint 
properties that could be 
brought back into use,’’she 
said. “It would help the town 
centre to live again.” 

Councillors agreed to set 
up a group to look at the pos¬ 
sibility of such a project. 

Grant to aid 
safety event 

A SAFETY initiative that 
has helped more than 15,000 
children in more than a 
decade is to be given a help¬ 
ing hand from Oswestry 
Town Council. 

Crucial Crew is held each 
year in Nesscliffe, with the 
aim of giving hundreds of 
year six children from across 
the region help in developing 
life skills and safety aware¬ 
ness as they move up to sec¬ 
ondary school. 

The youngsters visit a 
series of scenarios dealing 
with topics from drugs to 
electricity and water safety. 

The cost of staging Crucial 
Crew is about £13,000 a 
year. On Monday Oswestry 
Town Council agreed to give 
a donation of £100 towards 
the next event. 


Councillor is logging 
road system failings 


A WELSHPOOL town councilor has launched 
an attack on the town’s new one-way system 
and opened an incident file, after nearly being 
knocked down. 

Councillor John Morgan claims the new road system is 
fundamentally flawed, and has invited residents to email 
their experiences to him of incidents and accidents. 

He will present his findings to the town council on 
Wednesday night, and the council will feed it into a Powys 
County Council review which is being held this month. 

He will also call on his council to organise a survey of res¬ 
idents views on how the new road system is working and 
affecting the town. “We need to help Powys Council come 
up with a robust solution to the issues and a survey could 
provide them with valuable information along with my inci¬ 
dent log,” he said. 

Councillor Morgan said he was aware of a number of inci¬ 
dents this week alone which has forced him to speak out as 
an individual councillor for the first time. 

Areas of concern 

Previously the town council has been supportive of the 
system and issued statements through the town clerk. But 
the now the town clerk has prepared a 12-point presenta¬ 
tion to be handed to Powys pinpointing areas of concern. 

“It is clear to all that the one-way system is flawed,” said 
Councillor Morgan. “After seven months bedding in, people 
are still going the wrong way. 

“I was almost mown down stopping a car leaving Church 
Street and attempting to go up Brook Street. But that is not 
the end of it. One resident reported that cars were still going 
the wrong way, one was seen going down Broad Street and 
had to do a three-point turn, which is a dangerous thing to 
do considering the speed of the traffic travelling up. 

“Another resident told me they nearly had a collision with 
a car coming the wrong way down Church Bank. I also have 
a report of a motorist being overtaken on Church Bank on 
the wrong side, only to be cut up going down Mill Lane.” 

The councillor claims changes were made to plans with¬ 
out consultation. “The original plans show different islands 
and parking areas to what we have been given,” he said.

Meanwhile, county councillor David Jones has said he has 
already spent two days surveying the traffic himself. 

Writing in Guilsfield’s Spotlight newsletter, Councillor 
Jones said: “It has certainly made traffic queues much 
longer in the town and has led to a number of collisions, 
some involving pedestrians. I will be looking for comments 
from drivers, bus passengers, pedestrians, taxi drivers, any¬ 
one who travels through or works in Welshpool. ”

D-day for 
education 
proposals 
is nearer 

NEW PROPOSALS for the 
future management of sec¬ 
ondary education in Powys 
could be unveiled late next 
month, the county council 
has announced. 

The council has been 
reviewing the long term 
management of 11-16, Welsh 
medium and post 16 educa¬ 
tion as part of its school mod¬ 
ernisation initiative. 

Earlier this year it held a 
series of informal consulta¬ 
tion meetings at secondary 
school and Coleg Powys sites 
to listen to views. 

Cabinet member for learn¬ 
ing and leisure Councillor 
Stephen Hayes said: “The 
council has spent a consider¬ 
able time reviewing feedback 
from its extensive informal 
consultation and reviewing 
available options. 

“Our schools are facing 
challenging times but we are 
determined that the changes 
we introduce will be the best 
options for future learners. 
Change is inevitable; the 
current structure is not sus¬ 
tainable. 

“We are in the final stages 
of developing options for the 
long term management of 
11-16 education, Welsh 
medium education and Post 
16 education - plans that we 
believe will maintain and 
build on the excellence we 
already have at a time when 
resources are under greater 
pressure than ever. 

“We hope to be in a posi¬ 
tion to outline those propos¬ 
als towards the end of next 
month but there is still work 
to be done. It is vital the work 
is completed properly and 
not rushed, it is too impor¬ 
tant for future learners.”

Volunteers help restore a 
vital link in derelict canal

A CANAL WHICH has lain derelict for more than 60 years is now 
almost ready to have water in it once again. Over the last four weeks, 
volunteers of the Waterway Recovery Group have been waterproof¬ 
ing the Crickheath section of the Montgomery Canal. 

About 100 volunteers, aged between 20 and 70, have travelled to 
Shropshire from all across the country, and from France and Spain.

WORK HAS begun on a huge mural 
which celebrates Oswestry’s industrial 
heritage. 

The image of a locomotive train is being 
painted on the side of Home Bargains, in 
Bailey Street, and should be finished by 
artist Anna Roberts in a few weeks. 

The project is the idea of town cam¬ 
paign group, Footfall, which aims to find 
ways to bring more people into Oswestry. 

Oswestry town councillor Steve 
Haworth, a member of Footfall, said he 
was delighted to see the work started. 

He said: “This is an exciting project and 
something unusual. 

“It is hoped the mural, once completed, 
will attract viewers to the area and 
increase footfall. It could also improve 
the takings for local shops as well as 
enabling people to enjoy the Oswestry 
experience more and increase pride in the 
town. That is what this is all about. 

“If successful it is hoped that we can 
expand the number of mural sites to fur¬ 
ther improve the town.” 


Using large tracked diggers the volun¬ 
teers have cleared and reshaped 70 
metres of the bed of the canal near Crick- 
heath. 

They then laid a waterproof lining fin¬ 
ishing with a protective covering of soil 
and concrete blocks for 20 metres. 

Montgomery Waterway Restoration 
Trust chairman Michael Limbrey said: 
“The canal bed is then watertight and 
will remain so even if there is any move¬ 
ment or settlement under the canal bed. 

Legacy 

“This has been a novel and economical 
method of canal restoration which will 
work on the peaty ground at Crickheath, 
and which can be used further down the 
canal and on other restorations in other 
parts of the country. The work has been 
funded by a legacy left to the Inland 
Waterways Association. 

“It has been very exciting to see all the 
volunteers have achieved in these four 
weeks. At each stage, they have learned 
the best way to work, so that when they 
return, work can be quicker and even 
more of the canal bed can be prepared. 

“Through the years of restoration of 
the Montgomery Canal, the work of vol¬ 
unteers has been very valuable. They 
come from all over the country, and they 
even pay to come. The achievement of 
their effort over these four weeks has 
been to provide a method to rebuild a 
canal over difficult ground, cheaply and 
simply. 

“We are grateful to the member who 
left money to the association and to the 
association for supporting the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal with it. 

“This length of canal is a vital link in 
extending the navigation. The canal 
from Maesbury to Redwith was restored 
some years ago, but cannot be used yet as 
there is nowhere wide enough to turn a 
boat. 

“This length below Redwith leads to 
the next turning place, at Crickheath, 
and that is why volunteers of Shropshire 
Union Canal Society and Waterway 
Recovery Group are putting so much 
effort into overcoming so many years of 
dereliction. 

“When we can bring boats to Crick¬ 
heath, then there are just three more 
miles to the border at Llanymynech.”

Crews tackle 
wood pile fire 

A LARGE FIRE in a wood- 
pile threatened to spread 
to buildings on a farm near 
Oswestry at Pradoe, West 
Felton, at 3.45pm on Sun¬ 
day. 

Fire crews from Oswes¬ 
try, Shrewsbury and 
Baschurch spent three 
hours ensuring the blaze 
was confined to the wood 
pile. 

A specialist water car¬ 
rier and a pumping unit 
was used in the firefight¬ 
ing operation, with large 
quantities of water used to 
dampen down the area. 

Watch manager Ade 
Bowen said that the heat 
from the fire was so 
intense that had started to 
melt guttering on nearby 
buildings. 

“The fire involved a 
quantity of timber in open 
but it was adjacent to farm 
buildings,” he said. 

“We used three hose reel 
jets to deal with the fire 
and dampen down nearby 
buildings and brought in 
an agricultural vehicle to 
move the wood.” 

The fire was under con¬ 
trol by 5pm with firefight¬ 
ers remaining on site to 
move the timber.

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Sale of historic model farm 
paves way for stud scheme

THE SALE of the historic Leighton Farm 
Estate at Welshpool has been completed for 
development as a stud farm. 

Powys County Council this week completed the formal 
transfer of the Victorian model farm, with seven houses and 
200 acres of land, to local businessman James Potter. 

The move, which was approved by the council’s cabinet 
earlier this summer, paves the way for the restoration of the 
Grade II listed building. 

Cabinet member for Corporate Governance and Assets, 

Property, Councillor Kath Roberts-Jones said: “The trans¬ 
fer completion will safeguard the long-term future of this 
important site and provide a significant boost to the local 
community. 

Regeneration 

“James Potter’s long-term proposal is to create an equine 
centre at Leighton, building on his current National Hunt 
interests, and this presents tremendous possibilities for 
future regeneration, not just in the Welshpool area, but the 
wider Severn Valley. 

“It has taken us some time to reach this point but the cre¬ 
ation of a prestige facility presents tremendous possibili¬ 
ties. The development, when completed, will fund repairs to 
the Grade II listed site, improve public access and create 
much-needed local jobs. 

“The council believes this proposal protects the historic 
model farm buildings for future generations, she added. 

James Potter said that he and his family were pleased to 
have acquired Leighton Centre and the surrounding land 
and were excited by the prospects of being able to save the 
unique collection of listed buildings that once formed the 
basis of one of the finest Victorian model farms in the coun¬ 
try. 

“We have lived in Leighton for many years and I consider 
it a privilege to be able to repair and restore Leighton Cen¬ 
tre to something more akin to its former glory,” he said. 

“Our long-term aim is to use the centre to establish a 
stud, however, we recognise that the next 10 years will 
largely be taken up in undertaking listed building works 
while ensuring that the existing tenants can continue their 
businesses. We are under no illusion about how important 
this project is and will be working with all the relevant agen¬ 
cies to ensure a successful outcome.” 

Leighton Estate was acquired by John Naylor in 1846-47 
and he embarked on an ambitious programme of building, Cabinet Member for Corporate Governance and Assets and Property, Councillor Kath Roberts-Jones formally trans- 
principally at Leighton Hall, Leighton Church and fers the estate to James Potter.

1920s radio set searching 
for another keen listener

IT’S OLD, it’s basic, and given the chance it 
will go hunting for the Light Programme. 
But a surviving creation of an Oswestry ‘Mr 
Radio’ of yesteryear still works - if you’ve 
got an aerial and headphones. 

Owner Moyra Goodger, 86, is hoping to find a 
good home for the 1920s crystal radio set which 
was built by Ernie Power. “It’s his first crystal 
radio set which he made, when he was 14 or 15,” 
she said. 

“I don’t know what to do with it. If there was a 
museum in Oswestry I would send it there,” said Mrs 
Goodger, who lives near Oswestry. 

She and her first husband Victor Rowlands used to 
run the post office at Meifod, but moved to Oswestry in 
1966. 

“He went to work at Power’s Radio Shop on the cor¬ 
ner of Bailey Street and Albion Hill. 

Enthusiast 

“Ernie Power lived up in Sweeney Mountain but 
when he semi-retired he moved to a bungalow in 
Oswestry. Moving to a smaller place, he threw away a 
lot of stuff. 

“On Vic’s half day he took stuff down to the rubbish 
tip. This was among some of the other things that were 
being thrown away. 

“Vic said: ‘I’m not throwing that away. ’ Ernie Power 
said: ‘You can do what you like with it’.” So Vic, an 
amateur radio enthusiast, kept it. 

That clear-out was around the late 1960s, and Vic 
died in 1974, but Mrs Goodger has continued to look 
after the set. “I’m reluctant to throw it away,” she said. 

Second husband Brian Goodger is also an amateur 
radio enthusiast and says: “It doesn’t need batteries to 
make it work. What it does need is a long aerial and a 
good earth. I did have it going years ago. It’s very ele¬ 
mental. It latches on to the strongest signal, which is 
what we used to call the Light Programme in those 
days. If you have two strong radio stations, you will get 
both of them. You need headphones to listen to it. 
There’s no power to work a loudspeaker.”

Lifeline is desperately needed 


GREAT NEWS this week that Oswestry Town Council is 
helping to keep the town’s cash-starved Learndirect office 
open. 

The learning scheme, which offers online education to 
help the unemployed get back into work, has been thrown 
a lifeline by the council. 

Learndirect will close in the town at the end of the month 
if a major new funding package cannot be found. Council¬ 
lors voted to ask the full council to make a special payment 
of up to £9,000 towards keeping the scheme open for the 
coming year. 

The Government-funded service is run by Walford and 
North Shropshire College. But Government cutbacks have 
affected the service, run by Ufi Ltd, which has said the 
Oswestry centre will close. 

Behind the scenes, people are working frantically to come 
up with the funds to keep this highly valuable scheme up 
and running. The town council cash is very short term so 
let’s hope an answer can be found. Otherwise a lifeline to 
employment and improved skills will vanish forever.

NEW FIGURES in Powys County Council’s development 
control quarterly survey for the period April to June reveal 
a major increase in the number of planning applications 
determined within eight weeks of receipt. 

Powys Council determined 62 per cent of received plan¬ 
ning applications within eight weeks, which was up 21 per 
cent from the previous period of January to March when 
only 41 per cent of applications were turned around within 
eight weeks.

AHEAD OF the first ever 
OsFest in 2010, events man¬ 
ager Carly Jackson was 
struck by a horrible thought. 

“I had been organising events for 
four years before we started planning 
OsFest (the now annual music festival 
in Oswestry), but this was so different, 
this was another level, this was a huge 
scale public event on the doorstep of 
my home town. 

“What if it didn’t work? What if 
something terrible happened? I would 
simply have to move!” 

Was it really worth that? Indeed It 
was. 

Fantastic 


Music fans pay their admission fees 
and only get to see the final product - 
the bands playing live on stage, but as 
festival season 2011 draws to a close, 
what does it take to organise such an 
event? 

Several years ago, Carly moved into 
events because she knew she wanted to 
work in music, one way or another. 

“And when Mike Scott, the father of 
Seventh Sense Event Management, 
gave me my first and only job as I still 
sit here six years on, I was thrilled,” 
she says. 

“When he mentioned he would like 
to arrange a local music festival after 
attending V Festival with his 15-year- 
old son and knowing that this is some¬ 
thing Oswestry is missing, I knew this 
was right up my street.” 

In looking to book bands for the 
inaugural festival at Oswestry Show- 
ground, Carly got a fantastic response 
from hometown bands, all eager to 
play. 

Response from booking agents, how¬ 
ever, was a different matter. Says 
Carly: “I remember when I first made 
contact with the booking agencies and 
they would reply with, ‘Sorry, where?’. 

“‘Oswestry’, I would reply. ‘Sorry,

where is that?’ It was a real struggle in 
our first year to get the well-known acts 
to confirm alongside trying to convince 
the people of the town that this was 
actually going to happen. But we did 
it.” 

And so, on Saturday, May 29, 2010, 
at approximately 4am the big day 
arrived. 

“And obviously after a fabulous week 
of setting up, running around in their 
vests and shorts because we had the 
most amazing heatwave the UK had 
seen for years, organisers wake up to 
the sound of rain,” says Carly, “and the 
concern over whether people would 
still turn up in this weather? 

“Yes they did!” says Carly. 

At noon the first band, No Flash, 
took to the stage, Carly recalls. 

“I am standing alone in front of the 
stage feeling completely overwhelmed 
because it’s actually happening; all our 
hard work is paying off and as I watch 
children dancing in the rain and 
splashing in the mud puddles, as I see 
young teenagers who have made such a 
great effort to create the perfect festi¬ 
val image with perfectly placed festival 
paint and trendy wellies, whilst the 
other typical festival-goers are getting 
their priorities right and having their 
first burger for the weekend.” 

She continues: “By the end of the 
weekend my legs do not belong to my 
body, due to the fact I have never run so 
far in my life, my family and friends are 
not speaking to me because they are 
cold and tired, but together we stand 
and have a celebratory drink to say 
‘together we did it’ and OsFest 2010 
was placed on the event calendar for 
what we hope will be for years to 
come.”

A year later, on opening day for the 
second OsFest, Carly is thinking: 
“Why, oh why have we made the event 
an extra day? 

“I can’t cope with this stress again 
and with an extra 10 hours on top of 
what we did last year I see no light at 
the end of the tunnel; the acts are of a 
higher scale, this equals more compli¬ 
cations, there are more people on site 
this year and I fret if Tinchy Stryder 
will make it before his performance at 
Wembley. He did.” 

Testing 

Looking back on it today, she adds: 
“It was most definitely another testing 
weekend - the notification I received 
that Goldie Looking Chain had broken 
the stage just before my headline act, 
Example, was about to take to the 
stage, you could say was a slightly 
straining moment. 

“But once we had confirmation it 
was okay for him to take to the stage I 
made sure we got all of the team 
together for at least five minutes to 
stand in the pit and watch the chart¬ 
topping act performing Watch the Sun 
Come Up, and for those brief moments 
when you take a look at the crowd, they 
make you think ‘yes we have cracked it 
again!”’ 

And now the planning for OsFest 
2012 begins all over again.

Reducing risk of stroke 


ARTIAL FIBRILLATION is the sin¬ 
gle most relevant risk factor for 
stroke, increasing an individuaTs 
risk by five-fold, especially the case in 
the elderly. 

In England, the Department of Health 
on Guidance on Risk and Stroke Preven¬ 
tion in AF says the intention is to 
increase the number of practices who are 
using this tool from 300 practices in 
August 2010 to 2,000 practices by April 
2012. 

There are currently 830 GP practices 
(10 per cent of the total in England) 
using GRASP-AF. 

The Artial Fibrillation Association 
states that GPs should be engaged to use 


the CHADS2/CHA2DSVASc and 
GRASP-AF risk assessment tools which 
are already endorsed by the Department 
of Health and NHS Heart and Stroke. 

AFA and AntiCoagulation Europe 
says there are over 20,000 AF-related 
strokes in the UK every year, and of 
these, three quarters are preventable. 

So, what approached to reducing 
stroke death are being taken by the 
Welsh Assembly Government - are there 
any GP practices using GRASP-AF tool?

A PLEDGE has been given 
by the front-runner to take 
over the Lake Vyrnwy 
Estate in Powys to meet res¬ 
idents as soon as possible.

Farmer is beefing up his 
security after bales theft 


A FARMER IS to spend thousand of pounds 
on CCTV cameras in a bid to halt thefts from 
his farm. 

Knockin farmer Charlie Brown said he was sick 
and tired of criminals targeting farms which they see 
as easy pickings. 

He said the recent theft of straw bales from fields he 
owns had prompted the move. Mr Brown said: “There 
seems to be more and more thefts and people are getting 
sick and tired of it. 

“I think it is the economic situation. It is interesting 
what they are stealing. It is diesel, which has become 
expensive, and anything which can be sold on for scrap 
metal. The price of scrap is high at the moment. 

“It has come to the stage where I am putting in cameras 
on the farm. I will be installing them in the next week or 
two. Hopefully they will scare people off.” 

Concern 

Fellow farmer Clive Whittingham from Hindford said 
the increase in thefts was a huge concern for the agricul¬ 
tural sector. 

He said “It is so hard to believe that even the bales of 
straw are not even safe now. 

“It is a pretty scary situation and another worry for 
farmers who have enough to think about. 

“It would have taken the farmers a while to produce 
and then cut the straw, and it is a loss they can ill afford. ” 

NFU spokesman Oliver Cartwright said security was 
key for farmers. 

He said: “At the end of the day it is very difficult to 
secure open fields in isolated parts of the countryside but 
rural communities are tight knit and the key message has 
to be one of vigilance and to report anything out of the 
ordinary to officers. 

“We would urge farmers to beef up their security if pos¬ 
sible including locking gates and ensuring outbuildings 
are secure. 

“Sensor lighting and CCTV can also help to deter crim¬ 
inals.” 

Police spokesman Richard Ewels urged anyone with 
information about the thefts to come forward and contact 
officers. 

Mr Ewels said: “Through working with the community 
we can all help continue to drive crime down. 

“If anyone sees anything suspicious they should con¬ 
tact us on 0300 333 3000 and even if it turns out to be false 
alarm, at least we have had the chance to check it out.”

Supermarket appeal goes

Liz's need to help sees centre 
go from strength to strength 


WOMEN OF 
SUBSTANCE

AFTER HEARING tragic news of 
debt-troubled people in and 
around Oswestry Liz Evans felt an 
urgent need to help. 

For three years the 65-year-old mother 
has been working hard to see the Jubilee 
Money Advice centre at Kingswell Centre, in 
Arthur Street, come into fruition and grow 
from strength to strength. 

Mrs Evans, the JMAS manager, helps run 
the service with a team of dedicated volun¬ 
teers to help those with financial problems 
work towards one day becoming debt free. 
She said the service is so well used that she 
is now looking for new premises to accom¬ 
modate the growing number of clients and 
provide better facilities for both clients and 
advisors. 

Mrs Evans, originally from Kinnerley, 
moved to Oswestry three years ago and 
today’s centre is a direct result of her des¬ 
perate need to help people in the area. 

Previously the mother of four had worked 
in Shrewsbury for the NHS. But when the 
economic climate kicked in, she found her¬ 
self one of the casualties. In 2008, aged 62 
years old, she was made redundant. 

Suddenly she found herself hearing sto¬ 
ries of people in despair over money worries 
and decided with more time on her hands 
she needed to help in some way. 

She said: “I watched the recession on the 
TV and I could see what was happening. But 
I didn’t have a clue what I could do. 

“I had the word ‘debt’ ringing in my ears 
and when I heard that a family had died in 
Osbaston House because of debt and then

not long after this, another Oswestry family 
tragically died, I knew I had to do some¬ 
thing.” 

Research 

So she went to a church leader and shared 
her feelings and sought advice. She was 
pointed in the direction of Reverend Nick 
Nicholas, now chair of the JMAS trustees. 
That was when the hard work began as she 
started to research the project before team¬ 
ing up with Churches Together Oswestry 
District (CTOD). 

For three years she learned how to create 
a centre and went round different commu¬ 


nity groups to get support. The centre is now 
helping people from across the area and Mrs 
Evans is keen to see it continue to flourish. 

She said: “It has taken over my life com¬ 
pletely. I didn’t plan it like that. 

“I am a volunteer and I am going to keep 
going hopefully for as long as I am needed. 

“Running the advice centre has been a bit 
like riding a roller coaster. I didn’t realise 
what it entailed. When you have got a client 
for the first time you don’t do anything with 
their debt, they just want to talk to you. The 
real work usually begins on the next 
appointment, It is an ongoing service, we 
are not a quick fix, and we have people stay 


with us for as long as they need help.” She 
said many advice centres are online services 
and other services charge for their help but 
JMA offer a personal, face to face, confiden¬ 
tial and non judgemental service. 

The Money Advice Centre volunteers 
have joined with Community Money Advice 
group, a national organisation which has 
over 90 other centres across the country 
under its umbrella and they are also part of 
Advice UK. The JMAS centre’s new tele¬

Funding 
boost for 
St Martins 
play area 

PARISH COUNCILLORS 
have been given more than 
£20,000 towards the cre¬ 
ation of a £50,000 games 
court in their village. 

Members of St Martins 
Parish Council have been 
saving cash for years to try 
and create a Multi-Use 
Games Area (MUGA) for 
residents. 

Now it has been revealed 
the parish council had been 
awarded £20,843 from Wren 
Waste Recycling Environ¬ 
mental, which distributes 
landfill communities funds 
on behalf of Waste Recycling 
Group, for the sports area. 

This means it has plugged 
the shortfall in funding and 
councillors can now commis¬ 
sion the scheme, which will 
cost more than £50,000. 

It is planned to build the 
MUGA behind the Ifton 
Miner’s Institute and will be 
38 metres by 20 metres. 

The land, which was once 
tennis courts, has been 
unused for many years and 
has become largely derelict. 

Parish councillors have 
been desperate for new play 
equipment in the area and 
have been saving £5,000 a 
year to fund one. 

Alison Baseley, chairman 
of the parish council, said: 
“This funding is fantastic 
news and will help provide a 
much needed facility in St 
Martins. We have been 
working towards providing 
somewhere for young people 
to play and enjoy themselves 
as well as keeping fit and 
healthy.” 

Meleri Jones, for Wren, 
said: “We’re pleased that 
we’ve been able to play a 
part in securing the funding 
for the sports surface.”

Some of the businesses listed in the 1941 Kelly’s Directory were still going strong in this 1956 
view of Oswestry town centre. On the left is John Howard Llewellin Jnr’s optician’s business. 
Then comes Phillips’s Stores, which was a grocer, then Dales Brothers, with a sign on the front 
for ‘secondhand furniture’ - it appears in the directory as a pawnbrokers. 


WE’RE going on a shopping 
trip today, but one with a differ¬ 
ence, as we’re jumping back in 
a time machine and setting the 
dial back 70 years, to 1941. 

Instead of a shopping list we’re going 
to take Kelly’s Directory for that year to 
help direct us to the big name stores, and 
a few not so big name stores, of the day. 

Now, let’s see, first we need some 
bread. Well, there’s a Miss Emily Allen, 
of 2 Albion Hill, who’s listed as being a 
baker. 

Or we could try the Clarke Brothers at 
17 Bailey Street and Wddyn Edwards, at 


52 Willow Street. Oooh, so much choice! 

We could also have Hamer & Lacey at 
65 Church Street or - what’s this? - 
David Evan Williams, who is listed as 
“baker and sub postmaster”, at 2 Park 
Avenue and la Mount Road. Busy man! 

What about Bertram Clarke at 3 
Church Street? 

Now a bit of meat from the butcher’s. 
Again, it’s hard to decide. 

You don’t find many lady butchers, 
but maybe Mrs Margaret Wilkes at 23 
Beatrice Street is worth a try. 

Could it be that she is a butcher’s 


widow who has continued the business? 

George Roberts at 54 Beatrice Street 
can’t be far away. John Radford at 25 
Church Street is another, or Harry Mor¬ 
ris at 33 Willow Street. There are others 
in the town too, but you have to draw the 
line somewhere. 

With meat, you must have veg. Melia’s 
at 6 The Cross appear in Kelly’s in big 
bold print as “provision merchants” , so 
it’s reasonable we can start and end our 
veg hunt there. 

Just as well, as going round all Oswes¬ 
try’s many grocers would be a big job. 

There’s J.C. Lloyd & Sons at 25 Cross 
Street, George Lewis in Llwyn Road, 


Margaret Lewis (any relation?) at 53 
Beatrice Street, Sam Martin at 44 Wil¬ 
low Street, George Mason at The Cross, 
Phillips Stores at 21 The Cross, George 
Duttons at 1 &3 Cross Street and 2 Bai¬ 
ley Street... we could go on and on.

AN OSWESTRY firm of 
chartered accountants has 
warned new rules for employ¬ 
ment pension schemes will 
have a significant impact for 
local companies. 

From 1 October 2012 the 
Government is introducing 
new legislation, making it 
compulsory for employers to 
enrol eligible workers into a 
workplace pension scheme. 
The process is known as 
“auto-enrolment”. 

The minimum contribu¬ 
tion to a pension scheme will 
be eight per cent of qualifying 
earnings and employers will 
have to make up at least three 
per cent of this. 

Francis Nock, a partner of 
D.R.E & Co Chartered 
Accountants said: “Despite 
the burdens auto-enrolment 
presents, we accept that a 
change in the legislation is 
necessary in order for 
employees to make provision 
for their retirement as it is a 
well-known fact that many 
people are not currently sav¬ 
ing for retirement.” 

Employers can choose 
which scheme to use, pro¬ 
vided it meets certain crite¬ 
ria.

TRUSTEES OF an Oswestry 
centre which plays a vital role 
in the community have been 
given an extra two months to 
work out their future. 

The lease on The Kingswell Centre, 
Arthur Street, was due to end this 
month but it has been extended to 
November for details to be agreed. 

The trustees are in discussions over 
the current lease of the building to try 
to strike a deal over the cost and length 
of the future lease. 

They are delighted they have been 
given extra time as they could have 
been asked to move out of the building. 

If an agreement is not made the char-

ity may still be made to leave the build¬ 
ing. 

Richard Elmitt, a Kingswell trustee, 
said it was good news. He said: “If we 
fail to reach a conclusion then we 
would need to move out. That doesn’t 
mean that the work of Kingswell will 
stop but it will change the way it 
appears to people.” 

The centre lost funding for its fam¬ 
ily/drugs support worker who ran a 
much used drop-in service. 

The money had come from the Pri¬ 
mary Care Trust and Shropshire 
Council and helped to run a support 
group for families and carers of those 


affected by drugs and alcohol. This 
meant trustees were forced to discuss 
the future of the centre services and 
they have previously held public meet¬ 
ings to see what direction they should 
go in. 

They were handed £20,000 from the 
government’s Transition Fund to give 
them time to consider their options. 

Centre trustees recently enlisted 
the help of a youth worker develop¬ 
ment advisor to go out into Oswestry 
to find out the needs of the youth. 

The findings will be put into a report 
which will be presented to trustees in 
November. Trustees will organise a 
public meeting in November to talk 
about findings.

Songs which put us 
in tune with nature 



I’M taking a bit of a punt with this column. In 
the hope that my old school friends are not 
reading, I have a confession to make. 

The first album I bought was not Now 32 or Take That 
(back when they were good), embarrassing enough as 
they may have been, it was I’m afraid to say, from a 
schoolyard point of view, even worse. 

It was a tape called Ivory and it was a recording of ani¬ 
mal sounds and songs made up of, among others, 
whistling elk, humpback whales and elephants trumpet¬ 
ing occasionally whilst African beats continued in the 
background. 

It wasn’t some kind of Fantasia-esque collaboration, 
but real recordings made by naturalists studying their 
respective species and marrying their recordings with an 
orchestra or choir. 

Intrigue 

It was actually quite moving and although I had the 
excuse that my purchase of the album would go some way 
in tackling sea pollution, illegal logging and poaching, it 
was hardly something to play on your Walkman and offer 
an earpiece to your best mate. 

But it did demonstrate to me, from an early age, the 
intrigue of listening to animals call and sing. You may 
have caught the recent BBC series Ocean Giants focusing 
mainly on whales and dolphins and if you’re anything like 
me, you would have been entranced by the recordings of 
singing Humpbacks in the Pacific. 

Songs in the animal world are fairly common and on a 
very basic level they often mean “stay away”, “come 
closer”, “I’m here, where are you?” and the like. But on a 
more complex note (no pun intended), they can really be 
called music in every sense of the word. Humpbacks fit 
into this higher category but so do land mammals, such as 
gibbons and chimpanzees. Gibbons emit a series of loud 
calls, intertwined with a mosaic of notes and culminating 
in a truly stirring song. 

Chimps are slightly cruder in that they prefer percus¬ 
sion, hammering out beats as calling signals and notices 
to other troops, on hollow logs and buttress roots.

But how about here in Shropshire? We all know the 
songs of the blackbird, wren and robin and the bellowing 
reverberations of a fallow or red deer stag. But how about 
the melody of a hoverfly? I was taking a walk in the woods 
this morning and as I passed an ivy covered tree trunk, a 
high-pitched hum reached my ears. At first I thought it 
must be an unfortunate insect caught in a spider’s web, but 
on closer inspection the sound seemed to come from a lone 
hoverfly, perched on one of the ivy leaves. 

What I found remarkable was that it was emitting not 
just a single mosquito-like whine, but a series of notes at dif¬ 
ferent frequencies and that they were not coming from his 
wings, but somewhere else on his person. 

As I listened, other motionless hoverflies in the vicinity 
were doing the same. If anyone knows something about 
these superb little songsters, then please get in touch, I’d be 
fascinated. Leaving the tuneful tree, I carried alongside the 
wood to the adjacent stream. A long wolf-whistle cut 
through the morning air. I’ve never been the recipient of 
one of these, so I was enthralled to see a kingfisher flying 
straight towards me, branching off at the last moment to 
continue round the bend in the brook. All in all, a very melo¬ 
dious morning!

George Austin scored a useful 16 
but when Elwyn Jones and John 
James attempted to increase the 
scoring rate with what passes for 
quick singles these days, James 
was run out by a direct hit. 

The required scoring rate 


steadily increased until 15 were 
needed from the final over. 

Jones hit a two and two sixes to 
level the scores with two deliveries 
left. 

Unfortunately attempts to 
scramble the winning run from 
those two balls resulted in two 
more run outs, the team closing on 
185-8, with Jones remaining 
unbeaten on 44. 

A fitting finish to a fine game 
played in excellent spirit.

Wonderful Welshpool surprise 
leaders with sensational win

ANHJNDER-STRENGTH Welshpool produced their best team perfor¬ 
mance of the season by turning the tables on FBC Manby Bowdler 
Shropshire League division one leaders Wroxeter at Maesydre. 

Needing points to stay clear of the basement pack, Pool upset the odds as they rose to 
the challenge to secure a tense nine run win over the title favourites, 

Batting first, the Maesydre men found it difficult to score runs quickly but, critically, 
they were able to keep their wickets intact reaching 45-1 after 20 overs. 

This allowed a run chase in the second 20 overs which was led by Llyr Thomas, scoring 
46, and opener Joe Birch who made 91 in an impressive innings of stoic defence and con¬ 
trolled aggressive batting when the bowling allowed. 

Eventually, after the duo’s 131-run stand for the second wicket, Welshpool reached a 

creditable 165-5 in their 40 
overs giving Wroxeter a 
challenging, yet gettable, 
target. 

In reply the Wroxeter 
innings stuttered, Rob Pen- 
gelly set the scene by dis¬ 
missing dangerman Nick 
Bevan, well caught by Phil 
Lewis for 14. 

Former county batsman 
Brian Jones made 47 but lost 
wickets regularly at the 
other end, due mainly to the 
accurate bowling of Sam 
Birch, who took 4- 57, and 
good catching by the Welsh¬ 
pool fielders. 

The visitors looked in 
trouble at 83-6 but a late 
rally by Wroxeter led by 
Paul Burgess (38) looked 
like winning the game for 
the league leaders. 

However, the introduc¬ 
tion of father and son combi¬ 
nation Ernie (1-12) and Joe 
Birch (2-17) into the attack 
swung the game back 
towards the home side. 

The pair took the last 
three wickets for just few 
runs as Wroxeter were 
bowled out for 156, leaving a 
jubilant Welshpool side close 
to retaining their division 
one status. 

And the result left Pool all 
but safe from the drop and 
delighted with the way they 
outplayed the league lead¬ 
ers. 

“It was a bit too close for 
comfort at the end, at one 
stage we thought we were 
going to lose, but we held our 
nerve and it was a great win 
for us,” said opening bat Joe 
Birch.

Glas leave it too 
late for victory 

A TERRIFIC contest at Church Stretton saw Cae Glas 
squeezed out by just two wickets with three balls of the 
match remaining in Division Two on Saturday. 

As ever, the emphasis was on a good team performance by 
the visitors, whereas the home side relied on three experi¬ 
enced and talented performers who combined to drag their 
always-combative team over the finishing line. 

The Glas batting and bowling has been effective enough 
this season, but it is debatable whether their luck with the 
coin is even worse than their catching ability. 

Put in again, Andy Griffiths (64) and Mark Jones (35) 
recorded another excellent opening partnership, putting on 
95, and Nick Underhill followed with a crisp 21. Pete 
Matthews, Keith Yapp and Gaz Edgerton all did well in 
helping Glas to a total of 187 in the final over, but the visi¬ 
tors really should have posted a bigger tally against a cou¬ 
ple of inexperienced bowlers. 

Skipper Pete Lee claimed 5-51, Saif Khalid 2-40, and Mar¬ 
tin Nichols 1-31. 

Glas then shelled six catches of varying difficulty in reply, 
four of them before the first wicket went down. 

Nick Morris was the only fielder who hung on to any¬ 
thing, and he pocketed three - the first a stunning caught- 
and-bowled, the second a more regulation hold to dismiss 
the fluent Khalid for 59 off Nick Broadbent and the third 
another great take off a rasping drive late in the match. 

But at 137-2, Stretton were well on course for a comfort¬ 
able win until a rain break broke their concentration. Glas 
hit back with three immediate wickets, the first to dismiss 
Nichols for 33, and Yapp and Edgerton, with 3-37 and 3-34 
respectively, made a real game of it as wickets fell steadily. 

It was nip and tuck after that, but Lee, the No 3, was the 
key to it all and he remained solid right through the innings 
and didn’t give a chance during his unbeaten 40, finally 
achieving the victory off the third ball of the last over. 

Two well-timed boundaries for No 10 Lane in the penul¬ 
timate over were also telling towards the end of a great 
game of cricket.

Impressive Oswestry eye 
promotion after success 

ON-SONG Oswestry set themselves up for Saturday's potential promotion decider in the 
Birmingham League division three by claiming a dramatic 58-run home victory over close 
rivals Tamworth. 

Rain midway through the game threatened to disrupt their plans, but the Morda Road 
men managed to wrap up the win to stay firmly in the hunt for a top two spot. 

Lying third in the league, Mark Robinson's side are now gearing up for their biggest game 
for many a year when they take on leaders Brewood on Saturday - knowing a win could see 
them overtake the visitors to earn top spot with just one more game left. 

The victory over Tamworth was even more impressive as 12 overs were lost to rain at 
the halfway stage of the game, but to their relief both sides were able to get back on the

Her brother Gee was 53rd in the elite 
men, slipping off line his bike and cart¬ 
wheeling down the track leaving him 
covered in mud.
